NANKING, Jan. 26 (AP) — A 
new defense line will be set up in 
South China and commanded by 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek if 
peace talks with the Communists 
fail, responsible sources in this Na- 
tidnalist capital reported today.

Higher salaries for St. Louis 
policemen and further steps to 
reduce the size of the police de- 
" partment were urged today by the 
Govermental Research Institute 
in a report which praised the de- 
partment for administrative re- 
organizations already put into 
effect. : 

The pay increase bill approved 
last week by the Board of Police 
Commissioners for introduction in 
the Legislature was approved by 
the privately-supported fact-find- 
ing agency. 
nest Louisans cannot afford to 
underpay policemen in relation to 
other city employes,“ the report 
said, “Police protection is one of 
‘the most essential functions of 
government. The relationship of 
fair compensation to good morale 
must be taken into account in any 
program designed to give tax- 
payers the maximum police pro- 
tection for their tax dollars.” 

Size of Police Force.

lice hours by new procedures and 
new equipment. 

Another recommendation of the 
police board, increasing from 
three to four the number of 
policemen’s off each month, 
was in line with practice in other 
large cities, and could be accom- 
plished without any increase in 
authorized persannel, the report 
said. :

The suit opposing substitution 
of busses for streetcars on seven 
lines of Public Service Co., filed 


in Circuit Court here Monday, is 
not expected to prevent the im- 
mediate substitution as scheduled 
on the Brentwood line. 5 

A spokesman for the company 
told the Post-Dispatch today, in 
response to inquiry that this 
change would be put into effect 
next Sunday, as heretofore 
planned. In this instance, two 
bus routes, the Brentwood and 
the Dale-Hanley, will be estab- 
lished. 

Glen Mohler, attorney for St. 
Louis County Transit Co., one of 
the plaintiffs in the case against 
Public Service Co., said no injunc- 
tion was sought in the petition. 
Further, he said, there was no ar- 
rangement for supersedeas bond, 
such as would be posted if it was 
sought to have the change to 
busses stayed during the litiga- 


tion. 

If the suit should be won by 
the opponents of the change, who 
wish to retain streetcar service 
instead, the effect presuma 
would be to invalidate the order 
for busses on all geven lines, 
Mohler said. The suit is a pro- 
ceeding for court review of the 
order of the Missouri Public Serv- 
ice Commission which authorized 
the substitution of busses.

NEW YORK, Jan. 26 (AP)—The 
cost of seven staple food items in 
13 cities across the nation has 
dropped an average of 9.7 per cent 
from the level of a year ago, an 
Associated Press survey showed 
today. 

Women's cotton house dresses 
are down an average of 24.5 per 
cent and their nylon stockings 
are 15.3 per cent under the retail 
prices of a year ago. 

The men are paying about 7.5 
per cent less for shirts, but men's 
and women's shoes and men’s 
suits cost about the same as-they 
did in January 1948. 

Those dre over-all figures for 
the entire list of items in all 13 
cities. 

The residents of San Francisco 
were not quite that lucky. The 
price of food items checked there 
showed an over-all increase of 
about one-half of 1 per cent. 

Milk Higher in All 13. 

A quart of milk was the only 
one of the staple food items that 
was higher priced generally in the 


13 cities. 

The surv was based on the 
current retail price of these seven 
staple food items—a .oaf of bread, 
a dozen best-grade eggs, a pound 
of top-grade butter, a quart of A 
milk, a pound of pork loin, a 
pound of leg of lamb and a pound 
of chopped steak (U. S. No. 1). 

The comparison was the cost of 
the same items a year ago, The 
prices were the average in each of 
13 cities from coast to coast. 

Nationally marketed lines of 
well-known popular brands were 
surveyed for the clothing price

The survey showed that the to- 
tal cost of the food items this 
year in San Francisco is $4.09; a 
year ago the total was $4.07. 

Residents of Des Moines en- 
joyed the largest price drop—21.4 
per cent from a year ago.

The survey shows a definite 
drop in living costs generally dur- 
ing the last year, but there is no 
common pattern. 

In some areas specific food 
ſtems cost more than they did a 
year ago.

Inge Sylvia Doman, announcer 
for some of the “Axis Sally” broad- 
casts, followed Von Richter to the 
stand and testified that Miss 
Gillars put “appeal in her voice” 
in her wartime broadcasts. 

The German woman also related 
that Miss Gillars told her of hav- 
ing “difficulty” in interviewing 
American prisoners of war. She 
said Miss Gillars told her that on 
one occasion American soldiers 
“threatened” her “with, words.” 
Under the Constitution, the Gov- 
ernment must offer testimony 
from two witnesses to the actual 
act of treason in order to prove 
treason, 

Recordings Identified.

King-Thompson Act Re- 


Set at Inter-Union State

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 6—Re- 
peal of the King-Thompson and 
Madison state labor regulatory 
acts, which were enacted by the 
1947 Republican-controlled Leg- 
islature, are demanded under a 
six-point legislative program 
adopted at a conference of . Mis- 
souri labor leaders here yesterday. 

The labor program also calls for 
enactment of a law restricting 
the rights of courts to issue in- 
junctions in labor disputes, pas- 
sage of a state minimum wage 
law, and liberalization of work- 
men's compensation benefits and 
of the administration of unem- 
ployment compensation. 

‘The backing of virtually every 
segment of Missouri organized la- 
bor was pledged to the program 
by 55 representatives of the AFL, 
CIO, the Railroad Brotherhoods 
and the Independent Communica- 
tion Workers of America, repre- 
senting telephone employes. All 
of the legislative aims were ap- 
proved unanimously, with the ex- 
ception of the one for repeal of 
the King-Thompson Law. 

Fight on King-Thompson Act. 

It was reported that several 
AFL leaders from Kansas City 
created the only major fuss at 
the conference by taking the po- 
sition that labor would be making 
a mistake to demand its repeal. 
They contended there is consider- 
able public support for the law, 
which is designed to prevent shut- 
downs in public utilities because 
of labor disputes, and asserted 
that an insistence that the law be 
wiped off the statutes would 
jeopardize the rest of labor's pro- 
gram. They were voted down, 
however, with a large majority 
favoring repeal of the act. 

During the discussion, Senator 
Edward J. Hogan of St. Louis, a 
business agent for an AFL bot- 
tling workers’ 


nounced by several labor leaders 
for his statement Monday that re- 
peal of the King-Thompson law 
would be a mistake. Hogan as- 
serted that since the threatened 
gas strike in St. Louis there had 
been a change in labor’s sentiment 
on the bill, and that many leaders 
now favored its retention, with 
some modifications.

"BASIC WAGE PUT. 


WASHINGTON, Jen. 26 (AP)— 
The Department of Labor said 
yesterday the average basic pay 
for union workmen in the build- 
ing construction industry is 62.16 
an hour. 

Overtime and other premiums 
make the worker’s average hourly 
earnings much higher, however. 
Gross weekly earnings of all pri. 
vate building construction work 
ers, union and non-union, have in 
creased 129 per cent since 939 
Union scale rates jumbed 10 per in 
1948, three fourths of the increase 
coming in the first half of the 
year. 

The department’s figures are 
based on a Bureau of Labor 
Statistics survey of pay rates for 
seven building crafts in 85 cities.

You wouldn't believe it could happen in this 
decent, fair-minded, liberal-spirited City of St. 
Louis. But it did. Sidney R. Redmond, a Negro 
lawyer of fine educational background and con- 
siderable attainments, was denied membership 
‘in the St. Louis Bar Association because of his 
race. It is true that 227 lawyers, @ very consid- 
erable majority, ‘favorett Redmond's on, 
but it was blocked by 75 adverse votes. . 

In blackballing Redmond, the Bar Association 
minority réversed the recommendation of its 
own Committee on Admissions. There are seven 
members of that committee, and if only two of 
them had voted against Redmond, his applica- 
tion would have been denied. The committee 
vote, therefore, was at least 6-to-1 in favor, and 
it may well have been 7-to-0 in favor. 

It was impossible to tell at Monday night's 
meeting just who were the ringleaders in the 
movement to bar Redmond. The Ku Klux fac- 
tion kept its identity concealed, There were no 
speeches against Redmond, and most of the de- 
bate revolved around technical rules of order 
and procedure. There was, however, at least one 
notable speech in his behalf. Jacob M. Lashly 
said: ä 

Redmond is entitled to admission on his 
merits. I am not a white man through any 
merit of my own. I was born this way. 

Redmond is a man of culture and high char- 

acter and he has brought to the bar no dis- 

honor. He is a credit to his race and our 
profession. 


That eloquent statement by a former presi- 
dent of the American Bar Association, as well as 
a former president of the local body, did not 
sway the 75. They proceeded, in the secret vote, 
to turn thumbs down on a graduate of Harvard 
College and Harvard Law School; a past presi- 
dent of the National (Negro) Bar Association; 
a member of the Board of Aldermen of the City 
of St. Louis; a public-spirited citizen whose ac- 
complishments in the law and on behalf of his 
community are at least equal to those of many 
members of the association which barred the 
door to him. 

It is clear the officers of the Bar Associa- 
tion expected trouble from an anti-Redmond 
group. Under ordinary procedure, admission of 
new members is a routine affair and no ballots 
are provided. The association's constitution 
does provide for a ballot (though ft does not 
specifically designate it as a written one), but 
in the past balloting has been waived by a mo- 
tion for unanimous consent and admissions have 
been granted by acclamation. 

At this meeting, members were handed a slip 
of balloting paper at the door. John Stockham 
said that he objected to the distribution of this 
balloting paper on the ground that it repre- 
sented “conscious planning on what is to hap- 
pen.” Ivan H. Light remarked that “this is the 
first time in 30 years we have ever had a written 
ballot.” 


Redmond’s name, by accident or design, 
headed the list of membership applicants. In 
the debate that followed, it was originally de- 
cided that Redmond should be voted on alone, 
though usually all members were voted on to- 
gether. This was to Jim Crow him. The result 
of the first vote, though not announced, was 206 
in favor of Redmond and 97 against. This vote 
was thrown out and, in the final ballot, when 
applicants were voted on together, all candidates

You Have to Give Jolly Old Cheer 

for Cycling Diacoffs, British Mother 

and Two Daughters Performing Here 

—Lifetime of Exciting Experiences 
By Clarissa Start , 


URING the blitz in England, Mrs. Florence Diacoff and her two 
daughters, Winona and Nesta, were buried alive for 12 hours in 
the rubble of a bombed theater, It left them understandably 
shaken but probably less so than it might have three women of less 


steady nerves. Bombings, wartime entertaining, 


travel through 


jungle and desert, have proved only minor discomforts to the cycling 
Diacoffs, who flirt with broken bones and possible smash-ups nightly 


suspended in the air. 


Occasionally, to add an extra 
thrill to the act, they go through 
their routine blindfolded, appar- 
ently. under the impression that 
when you're going that fast 
there’s not much to see anyway. 
Also occasionally, as happened 
just before they left England, one

in Spain. When Winona was 3 
years old, they joined the Bos- 
well circus for a tour of Africa, 
which Mrs. Diacoff still remem- 
bers with a great deal of pleas- 
ure. ; 

“We played up and down Afri- 
ca,” she recalls, “starting at Cape- 
town, going to Bloemfontein, 
Rhodesia and Beira, to the very 
top of the map where white 
women seldom go. We traveled 
over the velds in bullock carts to 
the Kimberly diamond mines. We 
Played in Zululand and our boys 
bought the skirts right off the 
Zulu girls. And in Pygmy land— 
for the little people, you know. 
They offered their wives to our 
boys in trade for different things 
we'd brought along. Salt mainly. 
But the boys didn’t want them.” 

The world-traveling Diacoffs 
soon became four, as daughter Wi- 
nona progressed from “a little 
dancing act” to cycling participa- 
tion at the age of nine, and son 
Kelvin also joined the act at an 
early age.

T has been said that children 
grow by “fits and starts.” Vari- 
ation in rate of growth is nor- 
Children are not miniature 
adults, ag a lot of people like to 
believe. 

Each part af the child’s body 
grows according to its own plan, 
but all these plans fit into a uni- 
form design. Proportions of 
various parts of the body change 
as the child grows; for instance, 
at birth the baby’s head is about 
as wide as his shoulders. Healthy 
children grow continuously until 
between the ages of 20 and 25. 
This change requires a continous 
adjustment of the child to both 
himself and to others. 

Children grow as individuals, 
even in the same family, so that 
all children the same age are not 
the same size. Growth varies with 
the seasons. The greatest 


Boys and girls do 
not grow at the same rate.. Be- 
tween the ages of 9 to 14 girls 
grow more rapidly than boys.

Between hops the bicycles and 
the “velodrome” of wooden slats 
on which they ride also travel in 
the trailer.
